Form Earthquake 
Commission In Co. 

Formatio,n of a County 
Earthquake Commi.ssion to 
help combat “disastro u s 
acts of .nature” was an¬ 
nounced recently by Board 
of Supervisors’ Chairm a ii 
Warren Dorn. 

Heading the group is Dr. 
Harold Brown, president of 
Caltech a.nd former Secre¬ 
tary of the Air Force, 

Special consultants to the 
five - member commission 
will be Dr. Leo DuBridge, 
seie.nce a.dvisor to President 
Nixon and former Caltech 
president and Clarkson W. 
Pinkham., president, Struc¬ 
tural Engineers Assn, of 
Southern California. 

The commission, whidi 
will work with Dorn and 
various County departments, 
will .study earthquake stan¬ 
dards and structural desig.'T. 

Dorn also suggested esta¬ 
blishment of an “earth- 
q.uako center,” possibly at 
Caltech. 

Meanwhile, at Dorn’s re¬ 
quest, the Board of Super¬ 
visors put into motion legal 
machinery to obtain state 
and federal funds for dam¬ 
aged facilities throughout 
the County. 

He described the work of 
County a.nd city employees 
and others during the dis¬ 
aster as “magnificent.” 

“Countless liv e s were 
saved through the efforts of 
these .people,” he added.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

What we’re really fishing 
for are environmental facts. 

At the San Onofre nuclear power 
plant, located near San Clemente, 
sea water is used to cool the plant 
condensers, and then the wai’med 
water is returned to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built.

Aside from the marine environment, 
some people may be concerned about 
radiation in the atmosphere from 
nuclear power plants. Actually, 
radiation is a natural phenomenon. 

Background radiation is everywhere 
and always has been. It comes from 
the air you breathe, the food you eat, 
the materials used to build your 
home. The San Onofre nuclear power 


plant is a source of some 
radiation, too. The question is, how 
much additional radiation are people 
exposed to living near San Onofre? 
The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program for 
the area surrounding the plant has 
yet to detect any additional radiation 
from operation of the plant. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more and 
more on nuclear power to meet the 
growing need for electricity in the 
14-county area we serve.

K/iow enough basic jacts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you ? Do you just 
keep quiet and hopc-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean sometliing ditTercnt to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. Butnot all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he's heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls arc likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very diilerently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that yotir body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself docs not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don't know cvciy thing about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of alt somebody you care about.
